N. Atlantic Fares to Increase 


For Most Airlines Next April 


GENEVA, Dec. 13 (UPI'.— 
Scheduled airiimes flying the 
North Atlantic agreed today to 
raise fareg by 1 to 11 per cent as 
of April 1 next year. 

The decision, covering 75 per 
cent of total North . Atlantic 
traffic, is a “limited agreement,”

Airlines also decided to have 
only two seasous instead of 
three—an = eight-month basic 
season and a four-month sum- 
mer peak period.

Electoral College 
Meets in U.S. to 


Confirm Carter 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (UPI). 
Small groups of citizens met 
in State capitals throughout the 
‘Untted States today to confirm 
the election of Jimmy Carter as 
the next president of the Unit- 
ed States. 

The 588 men and women who 
compose the Electoral College 
carried out the constitutional 
step established by the nation’s 
Founding Fathers. 

Their action was expected to 
Teflect the wishes expressed by 
81 million Americans Nov. 2, 
when Mr. Carter won 207 
electoral votes to 241 for Presi- 
dent Ford. The popular vote 
was 1,681,417 in Mr. Carter's 
favor. 

After the certification ceremo- 
nies in 50 states and the District 
of Columbia. the electoral votes 
will be sent to Washington to 
be opened, inspected and put 
away to be counted by Congress 
Jan. 6, Fourteen days jater, Mr. 
Carter will be sworn in.

TOKYO, Dec. 13 (AP!.—Japan's 
ruling Liberal-Democratic Party. 
which failed to win a majority 
in the Dec. 5 election, enlisted two

‘What all this shows is that Mr. 
Brezhnev, once considered the 
quintessential] “apparatchik,” first 
among gray equals, is now intent 
on recognition on a par with the 
greatest mames of Soviet, even 
Russtan, history. At 70, he wears 
8. hearing aid and has had health 
Problems, but his persona] powers 
are plainly great. 

“This is already the second de- 
cade.”

‘There were few subjects on which Pres- 
ident-elect Jimmy Carter spoke with greater 
feeling during the presidential campaign 
than of the urgent need to curb “the almost 
completely unrestricted sales” of U.S. arms 
to other countries. Yet the Ford administra- 
tion in its final weeks is taking a number of 
actions in line with the policies that have 
established the United States as the world’s 
leading arms merchant. with annua! sales 
over $10 billion. 

Any administration runs partly on mo- 
Tentum and President Ford must continue 
ta zovern until Carter takes the oath: but in 
keeping with the mcumbent’s promise of a 
ameoth transiion he ought to put off deci- 
sions that could embarrass or compromise 
tus successor.

If Mr. Schles- 
inger is not the nominee. it will have to be 
someone of similar inteliectual grasp and 
administrative skill. It is not fanciful to 
believe that the public decisions to be made 
on oil and energy over the next four years 
will affect U.S. national security more deeply 
than those made at the Pentagon.

STOCEHOLM. Dec. 13 1 AP1.— 
Nobel Prize-winner Multon Fred- 
Tan said today that Western 
countries have failed to scrasp 
the existence of 2 new environ- 
ment in which attempts to hod 
down inflation increase un- 
employment. 

Prof. Friedman, winner of this 
year's prize for economics, was 
guarded against possibic demon- 
Strations by 10 plainclothesmen 
as he gave his Nobel lecture at 
the Stockholm School of Eco- 
nomics. 

He said many countries now 
appear to be in a transitional 
period, perhaps decadcs long, in 
which higher inflation is often

‘TOCKHOLM (NYT).— Saul 
Beliow walked to ἃ lectern 
at the Swedish Academy Iste 
Sunday afternoon, smiling mod- 
estiy at the wave of applause 
in the cbandeliered chamber 
from Swedish officials, writers, 
diplomats, students and felow 
Nobel Prize-winners, 

He loosened his tie and, 
speaking softly and a bit ner- 
vously, delivered 2 70-minute 
Nobel lecture on literature—a 
lecture that embraced his views 
on the novel and art, that chid- 
ed some critics, expressed dis- 
appointment in modern writers 
and urged artists to find and 
‘unravel what is somehow “. 


damental, enduring, essential” 
in the turbulence of the 20th 
century, 


“One can’t tell writers what 
to do,” said the Gl-year-old 
Nobel Prize-winner. “The imag~ 
ination must find its own path. 
But one can fervently wish that 
they—that we—worki come back 
from the periphery. We do not, 
We writers, represent mankind 
adequately.” 

“Writers are greatly respect- 
ed," Bellow said. "The intel~ 
ligent public is wonderfully 
patient with them, continues to 
read them and endures disap- 
pointment after disappointment, 
waiting to hear from art what 
it does not bear from theology, 
philosophy, social theory and 
what it cannot hear from pure 
science. 

“Out of the struggle at the 
venter has come an immense, 
painful longing for a broader, 
more flexible, fuller, more co- 
herent, more comprehensive ac- 
count of what we human beings 
are, who we are, and what this 
life is for.” He continued: 

“At the center humankind 
struggles with collective pow- 
ers for its freedom, the indi- 
vidual struggles with dehuman- 
ization for the possession of his 
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mankind adequaiely?
